The  Roman  Catholic  church 
must  nlwavs  he  the  most  important  influ- 
ence for  the  uplifting  of  the  Filipino  peo- 
ple. and  its  prosperitv  will  always  make  for 
the  good  of  the  Filipino  people.  As  a non- 
Catholi-*.  T sincerely  believe  it  will  be  of 
much  advantage  to  the  island*  a*  a 
to  have  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  reator- 
ed  to  a condition  of  prosperity.”

Hot  Springs  for  the  privilege  of  getting  at 
the  churches  for  the  benefit  of  th^  Semi- 
nary.

i Tfwas  capable,  adding  that  is  to  be  provoked  by  the  late  unfor- 
ice.  and  persuasion  that  tunate,  and  to  our  mind  uncalled  for  action 
earnest  protest,  if  then  of  some  of  the  Seminary  leaders.  With  the 
the  reception  of  the  largy  number  of  churches  and  pastors  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  it  would  seem  that  the 
Seminary  teachers  could  easily  keep  out  of 
to  do  any  doubtful  and  compromising  conditions 
if  they  really  desired  to  do  so.

I would  call  your  attention  to  the  splen- 
did Biblical  precedent  for  this  conception 
of  the  minister  and  his  function;  you  know 
the  old  prophets,  those  mighty  old  vision- 
ista  of  God’s — who  gave  Israel  her  glory 
and  her  proud  distinction,  oh  thes.,  seers 
were  men  who  brought  the  reality  of  God 
to  the  consideration  of  men!  They  peered 
through  every  event  and  saw  its  spiritual 
implication  and  nalities.  they  were  the 
\ commissioned  of  God  to  ten  men  of  the 
presence  of  Jehovah  and  his  claim.  I for 
one  believe  we  stand  in  mighty  need  of  pre- 
cisely that  thing  today. 

I have  chosen  for  my  theme  this  morning 
the  subject,  ‘.The  Issue  of  Today.”  and  T 
did  ao  because  I think  we  are  prine  to  mis- 
judge this  issue  of  paramount  importance 
in  our  daily  life.  Our  political  parties 
hunt  up  “issues”  ns  they  call  them  to  win 
the  people  and  show  reason  for  the  parties 
existence,  and  I think  the  pulpit  would  do 
well  to  do  the  same. 

Niw  what  I regard  the  present  day  issue 
and  the  one  worth  discussing  above  all 
others  is  this: 

“Shall  God  rule.”  I think  our  political' 
parties  are  trying  to  get  up  an  issue  over 
this  question:  “Shall  the  People  Rule.” 
T presume  if  either  party  sm-ceeds  in  con- 
vincing the  country  that  it  is  the  champion 
of  that  idea,  that  party  will  win. 

T believe  my  brethren  .that  the  church 
which  becomes  the  champion  of  the  idea 
that  God  shall  rule,  is  the  church  that  will 
triumph  in  this  mighty  struggle  whose  is- 
sues are  now  on.  this  struggle  that  has  as 
its  slogan:  "Shall  the  Church  Live.” 

Let  me  sav  firs*  of  all  that  now-a-dav* 

we  are  dangeronlv  near  lo«i""  that  vital 

cnnscionsness  of  God  and  his  claims  on  our 
life  that  is  at  the  basis  of  all  that  is  high- 
est. holiest  and  most  heroic  in  onr  charac- 
ters. our  nation,  our  church  our  civiliza- 
tion.

“God  wills  it  ” then  to  do  and  to  dar»  he- 
cause  sublime — then  it  was.  that  onr  fore- 
fathers counted  not  their  lives  nreeious. 
if  laving  them  down,  they  could  bequeath 
♦o  their  posterity — to  he  world — some  price- 
less lesson  of  faith  in  God.  some  eternal 
boon  of  truth  from  God.  som«  inspiring  de- 
votion that  exalted  God  as  T«nrd  and  Vas- 
ter ‘This  "ahihnle*Jl”  of  valor  and  glorv 
“G,»d  Wills  It”  has  been  the  power  and 
imnplae  that  has  made  men  achieve  thp 
he»t  in  pverv  realm  of  activitv.

fault  tell  no  one  until  you  have  exhausted 
all  your  power  to  win  him  to  correct  living. 
If  you  cannot  win  him  alone,  tell  one  or 
two  other  discreet  brethren,  and  if  you  all 
fail,  something  more  drastic  must  be  done. 
Tie  should,  when  found  guilty,  be  deposed 
from  the  pastorate,  in  some  eases  from  the 
ministry,  and  in  extreme  eases  excluded 
from  the  ehureh.  Brethren,  remember  that 
they  who  bear  the  vessels  of  the  Lord /are 
to  he  clean.  (Apply  the  nhove  principles 
to  the  following  : \ 

Much  more  frequently  pastors  are  accus^ 
ed  of  em.rs  in  judgment.  And  we  all  plead 
guilty  yea  thrice  guilty.  But  what  active 
xealons  man  is  not  like  ns  very  guilty  1 To 
be  free  from  errors  of  judgment.  would  be 
nothing  less  than  omniscient,  and  the  wisest 
man  is  hardly  approximating  that.  Annlv 
mv  former  suggestions,  and  then  consider 
who  is  most  likely  to  he  in  error,  you  or 
vnnr  pastor.  Be  verv  sincere  now  lest  vnn 
fall  into  the  error  of  presumption,  which  is 
s most  denlorable  condition  nod  onp  ti"»*  ;« 
bard  tn  escape  when  noon  vnu  *w  well  in 
Your  nastor  is  a specialist,  having  spent

Most 
likelv  in  the  pastor’s  favor  to  be  sure  but 
not  rlwavs.  Wither  lavmen  nor  pastors 
have  a right  to  be  ihstinnte  over  mere  one*, 
tions  of  expediency. 

Tn  the  third  place  some  pastors,  who  are 
excellent  men  and  nastnrs.  are  not  ennal  to 
the  peculiar  task  to  which  tbev  are  railed. 
When  such  is  the  ease,  they  should  have  tha 
grace  to  r »ign  • if  tjbee  da  ***"  «**■-  ’• 
having  made-  the  call,  should  endow  the 
misfit  until  the  pastor  can  <*o  without  in- 
inn' tn  himself  and  then  hindlv  ask  him  tn 
resign.  Tbis  is  a verv  delicate  aitnation 
and  demands  most  careful  handling.

T boldlv  assert  that  this  charge  is  true  in 
nineteen  eases  out  rjf  twenty.  Rimnlv  *n- 
nlv  snv  reasonable  test  of  character  and 
van  will  he  convinced  While  tbev  are  at- 
tacking the  pastor  ntad  trying  tn  “run  him 


away,”  they  are  themseives  covenant 
breakers  and  dividers  of  the  church.  They 
will  often  refuse  to  accede  to  any  proposi- 
tion, but  to  have  themselves  adjudged  as 
faultless,  and  the  pastor  a great  sinner. 
This  is  “rule  or  ruin  with  a vengeance,” 
and  Satan  is  charmed  with  their  conduct. 
Nothing  can  be  any  more  diabolical. 

There  are  seldom  men  who  have  ever 
been  of  any  real  value  to  the  church.  When 
a man  has  to  be  handled  earefuly  lest  you 
upset  him,  the  sooner  he  is  shelved  the  bet- 
ter. A professed  Christian  who  has  to  he 
handled  “delicately”  has  litte  more  that 
is  Christian  than  his  profession.  These 
brethren  who  are  good  when  they  have 
their  way,  but  cannot  bear  to  ne  crossed  are 
a curse  to  the  ehureh  to  which  they  belong, 
and  a bane  to  the  progress  of  the  kingdom. 
Some  times  they  will  give  money  if  at  the 
same  time  they  can  buy  for  themselves  pres- 
tige in  the  church — a love  of  humility 
would  be  better  for  them  and  the  church 
ns  well.  When  a man  feels  that  at  his 
death  wisdom  will  die  with  him.  the  sooner 
his  funeral  is  preached,  the  better  tribute 
can  be  paid  to  him.  Judas  was,  in  all 
probability  a good  business  man,  hut  his 
talent  was  poorly  invested  *lien  he  set  it 
to  earing  for  “the  hag;”  and  there  are 
men  today  who  serve  the  ehureh  so  long  as 
they  can  make  a stepping  stone  to  their  self- 
ish ambition,  hnt  when  they  can  no  longer 
do  that,  they  are  always  ready  to  fight  the 
pastor,  always  believing  he  occasioned  their 
downfall.  It  may  be  further  added  that 
they  are  usually  either  “sore  heads”  or  els.' 
are  rapidly  becoming  such.  When  a broth- 
er carries  his  old  wounds  wv,v»sed  he  may 
expect  to  get  them  touched.  Brave  men 
only  hold  their  antagonists  accountable  for 
their  wounds,  and  count  all  others  innocent. 
Not  so  with  religions  “sore-heads.” 

Their  methods  of  procedure  are  in  keep- 
ing with  their  characters.  They  are  usual- 
ly as  sneaking  as  Eden’s  serpent  and  often 
as  subtle,  if  not  it  is  simply  because  they 
are  unable  to  be.  They  appeal  to  the  ig- 
norant. unthinking  classes  they  know  to  he 
easily  prejudiced,  knowing  full  well  that 
such  persons  have  little  to  gain  or  lose,  bn* 
th«y.  can  vote  and  in  various  ways  make 
themselves  obnoxious.  To  imitate  is  a 
choice  method  with  the  shrewder  classes — 
word  their  statements  so  as  to  make  them 
susceptible  of  both  a favorable  an!  unfa- 
vorable opinion  of  the  pastor,  and  when 
talking  to  injure  him,  Rtart.  him  with  an 
accent  or  facial  expression : But  when 
laced  with  their  -enarks  they  put  on  a 
saintly  smile  and  on'v  meant  well  an'i  r». 
gret  being  misunderstood. 

Their  method  is  nothing  short  of  black- 
mailing. Failing  in  all  other  attempts  they 
try  to  scatter  the  congregation  and  thus 
break  the  pastor’s  influence.  Refusing  to 
give  the  ehureh  any  support  in  the  Hod- 
given  work,  but  ever  ready  to  east  a vote 
or  make  a speech  when  it  will  esnse  em- 
barrassment or  otherwise  give  tronble. 

If  allowed  to  go  on  unrestrained,  the  re- 
sult is  easv  to  predict..  The  church’s  work 
is  hindered  because  the  workers  are  com- 
pelled to  guard  againat  both  the  devil  and 
the  members  who  are  detractors.  Divisions 
arise,  the  pastor  is  unmercifully  burdened 
and  resigns,  the  detractors  feel  thev  havn 
gained  a victory  and  are  worse  for  it.  pre- 
paring to  make  the  next  pastor  walk  aa  they 
sav.

It  is  well  to  keep  on  hand  a i)ux 
tore  of  a tablcspoonful  each  of 
lard  and  turpentine.  For  s cold 
in  the  chest,  rub  over  the  lungs 
and  between  the  shoulders  wiith 
this  mixture  and  cover  with  flan- 
nel. For  sore  lips,  just  rub  in 
a bit  of  dry  calomel,  and  if  tkeyi 
are  very  sore  apply  a salve  of 
lard  and  calomel.
